La estaciUn de radio volvild a emitix en mayo pasado en la provincia 
oriental de Nangarhar, despuEs de haber sido destruida en febrero por 
bombas de aviones no tripulados de Estados Unidos. "La radio de Daesh 
(acrUnimo del EI en -rabe) fue destruida en un bombardeo de un dron de 
tropas extranjeras hoy por la maQana en la zona de Mohmandara del 
distrito de Achin", dijo a Efe el portavoz del gobernador provincial, 
Attaullah Khogyanai. La oficina del gobernador informU en un 
comunicado de que al menos 26 supuestos yihadistas murieron en dos 
bombardeos de drones, que actuaron en apoyo de fuerzas afganas en su 
lucha contra el EI.

Achin es el distrito donde los 
yihadistas se han mostrado m-s activos en Afganist-n y aunque las 
fuerzas afganas aseguraron en marzo pasado haberlos derrotado en toda

It's 
mystifying why nothing has been done about it, as if no one is paying 


attention, responsible, or technically competent. Monitors have 
offered numerous diagnoses, suggestions for alternatives. 


9855-, July 19 at 0120-0136 and recheck at 0150, NO signal from R. 
Tirana, following a month of misery, last heard two nights ago, the 
Albablob is off tonight, after its usual one-night skip. 


Let us fervently hope the Tiranamitter is being repaired, rather than 
yet another station throwing in the towel on SWBC. Please check all 
other broadcasts whether they be off or on, and if so, in what 
condition: 0700-0900 daily 7390, 1700-1800 & 1931-2030 Mon-Sat on 
7465; 2300-2400 daily on 9855 (Glenn Hauser, OK, DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


It is 1653 UT and I'm listening to 7465 kHz where the Radio Tirana 
interval signal is audible without any distortion. In a couple of 
minutes, at 1700, there will be a programme in Italian. 73, (Manfred 
Reiff, July 19, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


Crowed too soon! The programme is still distorted. But I think the 
cause may be the studio not the transmitter. The ID signal was audible 
without any distortion. Will check the signal later with German and 
English. 73, (Manfred, 1715 UT, ibid.)

Well, an obvious attempt has been made, but with rather limited 
success. There's still way too much hum, rendering the transmissions 
unlistenable. 


The enclosed file also clearly shows that there is no thorough 
distortion of the modulation, since parts are clean. It even appears 
that the cause of the occasional distortion are just too high levels, 
overdriving the following distribution chain. 


And if you like such things you can at the beginning of the file hear 
either a source change or a tape loop break, and at the end something 
being hitten in the studio (first thought it would be the desk lamp, 
but this should have sounded more metallic...). Kai

Greetings From Nevada! Conditions have been good to very good with a 
little higher than normal noise levels (but that could be local RFI, I 
never really know, being an apartment dweller) recently.

(according to VOACAP on DroidProp). In spite of the high noise floor, 
I could pick out the announcers’ accent and could tell they were 
discussing the US Republican Convention. I've been experimenting with 
my various antennae with my new MFJ-901B tuner and after I had already 
logged this one, I switched to the Rain Gutter antenna and 
surprisingly, after tuning up, I had a better S/N ratio on this 
transmission than the Magic Wand hanging indoors (which usually does 
better on the higher bands but my new upstairs neighbor might have his 
big screen TV/RFI generator right above it, for all I know). I've been 
trying on and off for this one since Glenn first mentioned it months 
ago. It was nice to hear it with some listenable strength.

I just read a new Economic Report on WorldBank.org on the State of 
Haiti, 6 1/2 years after the devastating earthquake of January 2010. 


At the beginning of 2016, Conatel (the government licensing agency of 
Haiti) maintained a list of 285 FM radio stations OFFICIALLY licensed 
to broadcast. HOWEVER, in a recent survey conducted by UNESCO and 
WorldBank, of all operating FM radio stations in Haiti, they counted 
352 FM radio stations that do NOT hold broadcast licenses issued by 
Conatel (the Haiti equivalent to the US's FCC). These range from flea- 
powered transmitters to complete professional equipment that can cover 
an entire city or part of a department (political unit in Haiti). 


The real-world problem that exists in Haiti is the government doesn't 
have any money to shut them down (or exercise any type of police / 
enforcement action upon them). Haiti is currently the poorest country 
in the Western Hemisphere and in the top 5 poorest countries globally. 
The reality - 59% of the population (10.4 million) make $2.42 per day; 
24% (2.5 million) make $1.23 per day (what UNESCO calls National 
Extreme Poverty). The remainder that would complete 100% of the 
population don't work at all. The study shows that it’s hard to tax 
people that don't make money. 


The pirate radio stations that exist are a xway*x for people to attempt 
to make money, by selling advertising that isn't regulated by Conatel. 


So IF you're hearing something on the FM dial from Haiti, TRY to get 
enough of it recorded so that our French speaking dxers can help you 
possibly identify it.

Haiti's government is totally dysfunctional, locked in partisan 
political fights (this is what totally threw out their already ill- 
fated digital transition plans) and this comes as no surprise to me.

Should I or shouldn't I? This is strictly opinion, but it seems to 
take from the above posts a bit. As you know, south Florida has many 
Haitians AND pirate FM. I will admit these have seemed to go down in 
quantity, but there are now some LPFM's on the air that may or may not 
have bumped them off. I hardly try to monitor them. 


I think it is a case of many of these operators really not knowing 
what one has to go through to get a license, and I feel that the laws 
have not been explained to them. With a short-staffed FCC, I think it 
is just not worth the while to track the pirates down; so the saga 
continues. 


I suppose I could bring a portable receiver to areas of Broward County 
and count them one more time, but no real point in it for me. I would 
like to hear Haiti on FM via Es and not be told it is really a local 
pirate. cd (Chris Dunne, Pembroke Pines FL, ibid.) 


Pirates are what usually happen when demographic changes result in 
demand for stations that might not necessarily make for good 
commercial service, or (as in Mexico) when legal red tape or 
discrimination prevents legalization of operating stations. I'm sure 
that it'd be hard for many of the operators of these pirates to 
navigate the legal filings necessary to go legal when windows are 
available (Raymie Humbert, AZ, ibid.) 


Sorry about those pirates, me harties! The FM dial here is a mess of 
Haitian pirates, Christian station repeaters, and IBLOCK. It's 
beginning to sound like the Florida FM dial. With apologies to our 
Canadian friends, I thought the one on 89.3 was French Canadian, too. 
Some of my favorite stations that come in strong, even though they are 
just over the NH border, are being decimated by the pirates and 
repeaters. I think the only legal Haitian show on air, is on my old 
station 1550 WNTN-AM, Newton MA. I could be wrong. It just seems that 
most of them have no respect for the system, or regard for the 
stations they are stomping. 2010 Honda Fit stock radio. Grundig G8 
ultralight (DXgrrl, 15 mi N of Boston MA, WTFDA Forum via DXLD) 


Arrr, DX Grrl - no need to apologize and walk the plank! I always have 
to do a double-take when hearing Haitian French, and consciously 
distinguish it from Quebecois. I had a bilingual (English-French) 


education starting in kindergarten, but my teachers were mostly from 
France. So although I can get by in French somewhat manageably (my 
French education trailed off and I haven't actively spoken much French 
in my adult years) when in France, I sometimes stumble understanding 
people when visiting Quebec. There's also Cajun French laissez les bon 
temps roulez [sic] in southern Louisiana. There are of course numerous 
dialects in French as there are in English. When I was a teen from 
Toronto at a beach in Virginia, people there thought I was British! 


Raymie's explanation about "ethnic" pirates is spot on. Toronto has a 
couple of pirates on 87.9 based out of local mosques. I've also heard 
one or two with Greek over the years. The fact that Toronto doesn't 
have a huge number of pirates compared to some other large cities 
could be due to the fact we have quite a few multi-ethnic stations 
serving most of the main immigrant groups (Saul Chernos, Burnt River 
ON, ibid.)

Marconi Radio International heard in North America? Oh yes! 


Dear Glenn, Recently we saw in DX LISTENING DIGEST 16-28, July 13, 
2016 the following comment from your side about MRI: "Very low power; 
anyone ever hear this in North America? (gh, DXLD)". Well Glen, we can 
reply yes to your question. Of course, due to our power of only 100 
watts, the possibility of hearing MRI in North America should be seen 
as a rare DX. 


In fact, until now, only two DXers were able to listen to MRI in North 
America by using their own receiver and antenna (not via web-remote 
receiver): Terry Toope from St. John's, New Foundland, in Canada and 
Dan Robinson (Is He the Former Senior White House Correspondent, Voice 
of America?? [Yes! He was a DXer long before a Voice of America --- 
gh]) from Potomac, Maryland, USA. Both submitted correct details, 
along with mp3 recording. 


A few days ago we received a third report from North America from Dave 
Valko (Dunlo, PA). He decided to go on a short DXpedition and see if 
he could hear our broadcast on 15070 USB. 


He sent us a short MP3 he made from 1846 UT where there was talk by a 
man announcer. The signal was extremely weak. Honestly, it's very hard 
- even for us at MRI - to understand the language spoken by the 
announcer. However a number of elements - among them - the fact that 
on 15070 kHz at that time we were on air with a spoken programme 
(Mailbag show in Italian) hosted by a male presenter and not with 
music - can be seen as "circumstantial evidence" that Dave really 
heard MRI. But, even if this is highly unlikely, it should be also 
mentioned that we can't be 100% sure there was no other station around 
the world on the air at the same time on 15070 kHz with a spoken 
programme. To be realistic we, of course, believe that Dave Valko is 
the third DXer from North America to hear MRI from his place with his 
receiver and antenna! It's important to add that what we received from 
Dave Valko was a TENTATIVE reception report! 


Last but not least: among very few DXers around the world that were 
able to receive with their own receiver and antenna MRI outside Europe 
there is T.W. from Shimane in Japan. He posted a good number of 
videoclips about his listening of MRI on youtube. You can see some of 
them at the following links:

** JAPAN. JAPANiS DOMESTIC RADIO BROADCASTS IN ENGLISH - By Koji Hoshi 


Iid like to write about Japanis domestic radio broadcasts in English, 
to mark the 500th issue of Communication. These broadcasts are mainly 
from NHK, AFN and regional private FM stations. 


NHK is the abbreviation of Nippon Hoso Kyokai (it means éJapan 
Broadcasting Corporationi). They have a diverse range of programmes 
covering news, education, culture, family entertainment and sports - 
broadcast around the clock on every day of the year. Iim sure that 

you know their international SW service as NHK World Radio Japan. They 
operate four television channels: General TV, Educational TV, BS 1 and 
BS Premium. NHK also delivers three radio channels: Radio 1(General), 
Radio 2(Educational) and FM (mainly music). 


On Radio 2, there are a lot of English-studying programmes. These are 
6éBasic English 11,iBE 21, 6BE 31, 6éEnglish conversationi, 6éEnglish 
listeningi, 6English listening (time trial)i, 6Business English (entry 
level)i, 6Business English (advanced level)i, 60ne point English newsi 
and 6general news in Englishi. These programs are generally 15 minutes 
long and on every weekday. There are four Radio 2 high-powered (500 
kW) MW transmitters and lots of local ones, making it easy to hear 
everywhere within Japan [and also best bets for North America - gh]: 
747 kHz in Sapporo, 774 kHz in Akita, 693 kHz near Tokyo and 873 kHz 
in Kumamoto. 


In case of an emergency, like in the 2011 disaster, you turn on the TV 
to NHK and set the audio to English sub-audio with the remote 
controller. I personally think they are reliable at times of mass 
disaster and the only public TV in Japan, with proper training, 
budget, and human resources. 


American Forces Network. AFN-Japan, formerly the Far East Network 
(FEN), has one fullpower VHF terrestrial TV outlet. Located on Okinawa 
atop the Rycom Plaza Housing area in the central part of the island, 
AFN-Okinawa's (U.S. channel 8) TV signal serves the military and their 
families stationed on the island. AFN-Japan also operates three low- 
power UHF terrestrial transmitters at Marine Corps Air Station 
Iwakuni, Commander U.S Fleet Activities Sasebo and Misawa Air Base. TV 
viewers on military bases in the Tokyo and Kanto Plain area of Japan 
can view AFN via contractor-operated base cable TV services, or 
through AFN Direct-To-Home (DTH) dishes if they reside off-base. AFN- 


Japan's radio services consist of AM and FM stereo operations at 
Yokota Air Base, Tokyo (810 kHz & cable FM), MCAS Iwakuni, Yamaguchi 
(1575 kHz), FLTACTS Sasebo, Nagasaki (1575 kHz), Okinawa (648 kHz & 
89.1 MHz) and Misawa Air Base , Aomori (1575 kHz). 


The following four regional FM private stations established 
Megalopolis Radio Network (MegaNet), linking Japan's international FM 
radio stations and covering more than 65% of Japan's population. 


1) IntexrFM89. 89.7 MHz in Tokyo and 76.5 MHz in Yokohama. Their slogan 
is 6The Real Music Stationi since April 2013 and previous slogan was 
éTokyo's No.1 Music Stationi. The station uses English as its main 
language besides Japanese, with public service announcement segments 
aired in Mandarin Chinese, Korean, Tagalog, Indonesian, Spanish, Thai, 
Portuguese and French to better serve the international community in 
the Tokyo Metropolitan area and its vicinity, not to mention news and 
other information bits in Japanese that the locals will find useful. 
70% of its airtime is dedicated to worldwide music while the remaining 
30% goes to Japanese pop and rock music selected in large part by a 
committee. IntexrFM broadcast style mirrors American FM radio style and 
is consistent with stations in networks such as Clear Channel in the 
US. 


2) Radio Neo 79.5 MHz in Nagoya, Aichi - MegaNet lost an affiliate in 
Aichi Prefecture when Radio-i closed in 2010, reducing its affiliates 
to three; MegaNet returned to Aichi in April 2014 as InterFM Nagoya 
and changed name to Radio Neo in October 2015. 


3) FM Cocolo 76. 5 MHz in Osaka. 6Cocoloi means éhearti or émindi. 
Kansai area which includes Osaka, Kyoto, Hyogo (city of Kobe), Nara, 
Shiga, and Wakayama prefectures. Most of the programmes are in English 
and Japanese, with Chinese, French, Filipino, Hindi, Indonesian, 
Korean, Malaysian, Portuguese, Sinhalese, Spanish, Thai and 
Vietnamese. 


4) Love FM 76.1 MHz in central Fukuoka, 82.5 MHz in west Fukuoka, 82.7 
MHz in Kita-Kyushu. They cover all area of Fukuoka Prefecture, parts 
of Kumamoto, Nagasaki, Saga, Oita, and Yamaguchi Prefecture and 
Northern Kyushu. They have 3 frequencies, iFukuoka Station 76.1 MHzi, 
Kitakyushu Station 82.7 MHzi and iFukuoka Tower Station 82.5 MHzi 
which set up on February 2002. One of them 176.11 frequency can cover 
from Kumamoto City, part of Oita to Ongagun, Fukuoka. For example, 
when you go driving from Kumamoto City, you can enjoy driving to 
Fukuoka City without changing frequency. Love FM supports your daily 
life with good music and information.

North broadcasts coded message --- For first time in 16 years, 
Pyongyang uses Cold War technique --- July 19, 2016 


North Korea broadcasted indecipherable five-digit number segments 
during a radio segment on Friday, a Cold War-era espionage method 
intended to relay information to agents in the field, according to a 
North Korea intelligence source. 


The source exclusively told the JoongAng Ilbo that the Northis 
propaganda radio station Pyongyang Radio Station aired a 12-minute 
segment in which a female announcer read five-digit numbers for 12 
minutes, the first such broadcast in 16 years. 


The source said the authorities were poring over the Northis 
intentions in making such a broadcast. Not since 2000, when the first 
inter-Korea summit was held in Pyongyang, has the North aired such a 
coded-message on shortwave radio broadcast, known as the inumbers 
stations.i 


The coded radio broadcast began at 12:45 a.m. on Friday when an 
unnamed female announcer began the segment by saying, iFrom now on, I 


will give review work for the subject of mathematics under the 
curriculum of a remote education university for exploration agents of 
the 27th bureau.i 


The news reader continued by saying, i0n page 459, question number 35, 
on page 913, question number 55, on page 135, question number 86, on 
page 257, question number 2,i followed by more numbers until 12:57 
a.m. 


South Korean intelligence was familiar with the Northis use of such 
old-fashioned communication at the height of the Cold War era, when 
the two Koreas were also at the apex of inter-Korea tension. 


But the North stopped airing such radio encrypted messages in 2000 
because of the summit between then-North Korean leader Kim Jong-il and 
former South Korean President Kim Dae-jung in June that year. 


South Korean intelligence is reportedly scrambling to find out why 
Pyongyang resumed this type of communication 16 years after its last 
such message, particularly in the digital age when it could have 
simply given out orders via the internet. 


The revelation has put the government on high alert over possible 
strikes against facilities in the South by agents sent by the North.

South Korean officials have criticised North Korea after it apparently 
resurrected a Cold War-era method of contacting spies. In recent 
weeks, mysterious strings of numbers have twice been broadcast over 
the radio from the North. 


A spokesman for the South's Unification Ministry said it couldn't be 
sure about North Korea's "hidden intentions". But it urged the North 
to "desist from such outdated practices". 

What do the broadcasts say? 


The numbers were picked up on Radio Pyongyang last Friday, officials 
have said. South Korea's Yonhap news agency quoted government sources 
as saying the 12-minute broadcast began shortly after midnight, with a 
female voice saying: "I will give review work to No. 27 exploration 
agents." 


The announcer then read: "On page 459 number 35, on page 913 number 
55, on page 135 number 86, on page 257 number 2," and so on. A Similar 
two-minute broadcast took place on 24 June, the AP reported. 


What do the numbers mean? 


South Korean intelligence authorities are trying to work that out, but 
they are now on alert for "possible provocations". Such broadcasts 
were used frequently during the Cold War as a way of getting coded 
messages to spies in the field or to activate sleeper agents. Spies 
would use a hardcopy reference book to decode the numbers into 
instructions. 


Yonhap reported that North Korea had not broadcast number codes since 
2000 - it has recently preferred to use the internet for its 
communications. 


Why is North Korea doing this now? 


The broadcasts come after a spike in tensions between North Korea and 
South Korea over the North's nuclear and missile tests, and 
retaliatory international sanctions. 


This month, South Korea and the US announced an agreement to deploy an 
advanced missile defence system, sparking an angry response from 
Pyongyang. On Monday, it fired three ballistic missiles into the sea, 
later saying it had tested nuclear detonators that could be used in a 
pre-emptive strike on the South. 


Prof Remco E Breuker, a Korean expert at Leiden University in the 
Netherlands, told the BBC that while North Korea could genuinely be 
trying to contact "sleeper agents" in the South, it could also be an 
attempt to step up pressure "by ostentatiously signalling agents in 
South Korea who aren't there". 


"In other words, it's a mock-up like some of the missiles shown in one 
of Pyongyang's military parades." He says that in the modern era, "it 
is much easier to use the internet or mobile phones to communicate". 


Alistair Coleman, North Korea media analyst at BBC Monitoring, says 
these messages will cause alarm in the South, but the there's every 
chance they are a bluff. Stories like this are lapped up by South 
Korea's ever-hungry media scene, he says, and it is not unknown for 
Northern propagandists to allow the South to use this hunger against 
itself. In the past, the North has spread the idea that its fleet of 
"stealth" biplanes could be used to attack Seoul's main airport, he 
adds. 


Whether such an attack is possible is questionable, but the televised 
military exercises were duly spread throughout the world's media (via 
Tony Ashar, Indonesia, and Terry Krueger, Clearwater, WORLD OF RADIO 
1835, DXLD)

of the best in the country, too). Titled "Goodbye, RTV", the report 
alleges that inventories of RTV's equipment are being made to 
determine its value and purportedly pay debts.

"The Carlos Ferr-ez group (he's close to the governor) [Avanradio] 
will receive the mobile unit used to produce the Central American 
Games [hosted by Veracruz in 2014]. They're so far ahead that ina 
contract with the [Veracruz electoral organization] they used it to 
broadcast the debates, almost as a test. The Ferr-ezs charged 5 
million pesos to organize the debate, and TV M-s did the work for them 
for free. 


The Robles family, with million-dollar advertising debts, will 
receive the studios and facilities on Cerro de la Galaxia to launch DI 
TelevisiUn statewide. [C. de la Galaxia is in Xalapa] 


The Malpica brothers: the facilities that RTV has in Veracruz to 
move their radio stations there and pay the millions that Duarte has 
not paid them. What's more, they will stop attacking him on their 
stations in the PAN's most important region of the state. 


Televisa Veracruz will get the new television equipment so that 
Telever can reach more regions of Veracruz and eliminate its only 
serious competition in the state. 


The CUrdoba radio owners are hoping for anything, even a radio 
transmitter from the failed state company. 


The satellite units, cameras and transmission equipment will go to 
Azteca Veracruz ... who are owed millions over the last two years. 


The facilities on the mountains of Veracruz are being negotiated 
nationally by Acevedo, as they will likely go to Grupo Imagen ... for 
its new television network." 


The state government was forced to launch a counter attack on this 

damning report, claiming that "RTV belongs to all veracruzanos".

More radio history today as the IFT gives the green light to the first 
two social-indigenous stations! 


San Bernardino Tlaxcalancingo/Santa Marla Zacatepec, Puebla, a new 
station and potentially the one that has gotten harassed quite a bit. 
I expect a frequency change as the Comunicado mentions the Article 90 
reserved band and this station has operated on 100.5 in the past. 


Santa Maria Tlahuitoltepec Mixe, Oaxaca - a permit transition for 
JInpoj Radio XHJP-FM, which is already at the top of the dial on 107.9 
MHz. 


Another 22 permits were moved to public concessions, some more 
pirates shuttered, and something's up at Canal 22: 


"Asimismo, se autorizJ a TelevisiUn Metropolitana, S.A. de C.V., 
con distintivo de llamada XEIMT-TDT, en la Ciudad de MExico, el cambio 
de identidad en el canal de programaciUn en multiprogramaciUn 23.2." 
(Raymie, July 15, ibid.) DTV 


August 13 should be a date circled on Grupo Imagen's calendars. 
Yesterday, the Mexican soccer season started with the first matches in 
the Torneo Apertura 2016 of the Liga MX. 


Imagen holds the rights to two teams, QuerEtaro FC (which they own) 
and Jaguares de Chiapas. Of course, they are not ready to carry every 
game from those teams 6 they ended up forking over 10 of the 18 games 
between the two teams to Sky. 


But the first QuerEtaro game they will carry is August 13 (I don't see 
a good Chiapas schedule). That means that, by August 13, Imagen 
expects to be on air in its First 20. 


The QuerEtaro FC games that will be carried on C3 are as follows: 


August 13, QuerEtaro-Cruz Azul 
August 27, QuerEtaro-Necaxa 
September 17, QuerEtaro-Monterrey 
October 1, QuerEtaro-Santos Laguna 
October 22, QuerEtaro-AmErica 
October 29, Chiapas-QuerEtaro 
November 5, QuerEtaro-Toluca 


Unfortunately, there seems to be no correlation between the C3 
transmitters and the games Imagen will carry. Remembering that home 
games are blacked out in Liga MX, we look at the away teams and go "oh 
boy". 


Cruz Azul and AmErica are in Mexico City, which along with Monterrey 
appears in the list of 21. 


But then you get to Necaxa. It's in Aguascalientes. Santos Laguna 
plays in, as its name might suggest, TorreUn. Toluca's not on the list 
either, and for that one QuerEtaro away game, the Celaya-QuerEtaro 
area is also missing. 


Apparently Imagen also kept a Chiapas-Necaxa tilt (Necaxa just 
returned from the second division, but it's a historic team, and 
that's probably why it's getting so much attention) and a Chiapas- 
Atlas match (Atlas is in Guadalajara). 


They better think about making sure that Liga MX cities are in that 
first tier of locations to build. Veracruz is also missing, but it's 


the only one of a list of five (Veracruz, Aguascalientes/Necaxa, 
TorreUn/Santos, QuerEtaro/Celaya-Qro, Chiapas/Tuxtla GutiErrez). 
(Raymie, July 16, ibid.) 


Broadcast Concessions Bubbling Under the Surface 6 matters pulled from 
recent IFT meeting agendas.

Hello Cholollan: A Quick History of Mexico's First New Indigenous 
Radio Station 


In 2009,

San Bernardino Tlaxcalancingo, Puebla. Two years later, Axocotzin 
became an FM station, sailing the high seas as a pirate. 


On August 4, 2014, authorities came in and shut the operation down. In 

May 2015, the station returned, having absorbed a community station in 

nearby Zacatepec and now known as Cholollan, this time as an internet 

radio station. The newly organized group also sought a concession to 

return to FM.

Frequency and calls are unknown, as are exact technical parameters, 
but they do say they'll be up and running in 180 days. It will likely 
be months before parameters are known 6 we will be waiting to see them 
either in updated tables or the RPC. AMARC says the concessionaire is 
"Pueblos Indigenas de S. Bernardino Tlaxcalancingo-Zacatepec, A.C."

AMARC's official page mentions that a "De CorazUn PurEpecha" at Ario, 
Michoac-:n, also got a community concession on the same day as 
Cholollan. Nothing is available on this station, though there were 
some permit transfers. We don't have the agenda yet from this meeting. 
The town is south of P-tzcuaro and west of Tac-mbaro (Raymie, July 18, 
ibid.) 


Did you know? 


On July 18, 1993 (23 years ago today), the landmark decision to sell 
ImevisilUn to Radio TelevisiUn del Centro, the group headed by Ricardo 
Salinas Pliego, led to the creation of TelevisiUn Azteca. 


Well, sort of. In reality, the TelevisiUn Azteca name and logo predate 
privatization. Don't believe me? Watch this "TV-13 Noticias" news 
break from June 4, 1993.

The Azteca headdress is there! 


So where did the name come from? Actually, it originates with the 
privatization, but not in the way you might have thought. 


In February 1993, the government prepared for the privatization by 
creating "package" companies; a national network of 90 stations, 
regional packages (including one that consisted solely of XHIT), etc. 
Most had bland names based on region: Impulsora de TelevisiUn del 
Centro, S.A. de C.V., CorporaciUn Televisiva de la Frontera Norte, 
S.A. de C.V., Impulsora de Televisiln del Norte, S.A. de C.V., 
CorporaciUn Televisiva del Noroeste, S.A. de C.V., Compa0ia de 
TelevisiUn de la Peninsula, S.A. de C.V., CompaOIa Mexicana de 
TelevisiUn de Occidente, S.A. de C.V., Impulsora de TelevisiUn de 
Chihuahua, S.A. de C.V. and Televisora Mexicana del Sur, S.A. de C.V. 


There were two exceptions: 


Televisiln Azteca, S.A. de C.V., which held the 90-station concession 
(with stations across the country), and TelevisiUn Olmeca, S.A. de 


C.V., the regional broadcaster which held stations in Veracruz and 
Tabasco (as its namesake might suggest).

In 1999, all of the package companies were rolled up into Azteca, and 
as a result, all but one station (XHTVM) owned by Azteca is under the 
same concessionaire 6 that's 168 of them. The next largest 
concessionaire is Televimex, S.A. de C.V., which holds 133 stations. 
Cadena Tres I, S.A. de C.V., will eventually take third place with 
123. It is sort of funny that a wordmark and name used in what might 
have been a provisional manner now is one of the more famous in the 
Spanish-speaking world; there's Azteca AmErica and ventures in 
countries such as Guatemala (Raymie, July 19, ibid.) 


Was Radio TelevisiUn del Centro the same company as Radio Centro (the 
company that recently made a highball bid for a national TV 
concession, only to lose their deposit when they couldn't finance the 
building of the network)? (Robert Grant, July 19, ibid.) 


Not at all. No relation (Raymie, ibid.) 


The HD Radio MExico page mentioned that XHCAN is now in HD. I cannot 
find any corroborating resources, but if true, XHCAN would be the 
first commercial FM (non-IMER) to go HD in southeastern Mexico. 


And meanwhile... 


I went to XHCBJ's tower site and found...they have no tower!

I can't believe this. That's most definitely the facility (coords, 
addresses match; the Caribe FM and SQCS logos are painted on). Their 
studios are elsewhere. Can you run a 50 kW FM station in a relatively 
flat area like Canc’n without a tower? And why would you in the first 
place? (Raymie, July 20, ibid.) 


Despite the tower, where is the antenna? (Garadon, Campeche, ibid.) 


That's the transmitter site mentioned in the 2015 permit renewal for 
XHCBJ. I'm completely BAFFLED! (Raymie, ibid.) 


I don't see an xantennax. I'm betting there xused*x to be a tower at 
this site & the antenna has been moved elsewhere (Doug Smith W9WI, 


Pleasant View, TN EM66 http://www.w9wi.com ibid.) 


Well, they never told the IFT! 


There is one other location in Canc’n that could be the XHCBJ-FM site. 
21 09'38", -86 50'41" - listed XHNQR-TV site. There is a tower with 
analog TV panels here but no FM. (Edit: The entrance to this is on the 
north side. Building has a Canal Once/IPN logo painted on it) 


I don't see a tower equipped for FM at their studios: 21 10'07.5", 
86 50'10.6" 


In the process of finding other towers, I managed to nab XHCCQ, XHCQR 
and XHYI. The XHYI tower has more FM bays than I've ever seen. I 
wonder if another station used it. My culprit is XHROJ-FM, which in 
its first incarnation was a permit wolf known as "Yaakun" and somehow 
related to ACIR through the permitholder's legal representative. XHROJ 
is located at the Quequi building now, but it had to have signed on 
somewhere else (Raymie, ibid.) 


Agreed: all I see on that tower is VHF TV, probably low-band. There's 
a tower with a large FM antenna a few blocks north of that site, 
behind the TVC security camera store at Ave. Chichen-Itza 621. 


I do see a single-bay FM at the studio site. It's hard to see from the 
front of the building.

I don't know the situation in Mexico but it's not entirely unheardof

Well, that VHF tower was XHNQR (which operated on channel 5). I later 
realized that the tower is accessible off WB Av.

Back when the IPN had 
state network operating agreements in places like Guerrero and 
Nayarit, they painted the Once logo on the transmitter shacks there 6 
QR is the last state where the IPN does something similar. SQCS's 
local productions are extremely limited and low quality and air ina 
couple evening hours. More pressing, though, is that the SPR holds 
concessions to build in both Canc’n and Chetumal (which is where SQCS 


is headquartered) and could conceivably bring Once there by building 
an SPR mux. 


I would have never suspected that was an FM stick at the studios. 
Thanks for telling me. Also, the one behind TVC is XHYI. It takes a 
lot of space for an FM stick and has a lot of FM bays (some of which 
were added between 2009 and 2014). As I said earlier, I strongly 
suspect XHROJ used to broadcast from here

In the latest in a series of tit-for-tat diplomatic skirmishes with 
the United States, Russia this week denied entry to the chairman of 
the U.S. Broadcasting Board of Governors and expelled him after 
several hours of detention at the Moscow airport. 


The expulsion, on Tuesday night, came as Secretary of State John F. 
Kerry prepares to meet there Thursday with President Vladimir Putin on 
a U.S. proposal to coordinate counterterrorism operations in Syria. 


The Russian Foreign Ministry, which gave BBG Chairman Jeff Shell no 
explanation at the time, later said he was on a still-secret list of 
names assembled by Russia to retaliate for U.S. sanctions against 
Russian politicians, businessmen and media figures imposed over 
Putin's policies in Ukraine. 


Shell is a presidential appointee to the board, whose members are 
unpaid. The BBG oversees government media outlets broadcasting 
overseas, including the Voice of America, Radio Free Europe and Radio 
Liberty. 


He also serves as vice chairman of NBCUniversal, and was traveling to 
Russia on a trip arranged and paid for by that company, according to 
the BBG, although he also planned to attend a Radio Free Europe 
reception in Moscow. 


The board statement said that Shell was "detained in a locked room for 


several hours, before being accompanied by Russian security officials 
to board a flight to Amsterdam. No explanation has yet been given," it 
said. Shell, it said, was told he was subject to a "life-time ban" 
against visiting Russia. 


Uncertainty about the "capacity" in which Shell was traveling also led 
the State Department to decline to answer questions about his 
detention. Privacy regulations prohibit releasing information about 
the circumstances of private U.S. citizens unless a waiver is filed. 
Shell was unavailable for comment. 


"We are aware of this situation, and our embassy in Moscow assisted on 
the ground [Tuesday] night," said Elizabeth Trudeau, State Department 
director of press operations. "Our embassy has spoken with the Russian 
government and is seeking further clarification on this issue." 


The BBG statement said that board officials "met with U.S. Ambassador 
John Tefft in Moscow this morning to discuss the incident and to thank 
the ambassador and the U.S. Department of State for their urgent 
attention to the matter." 


Russia has accused U.S. government broadcasters of spreading 
anti-Russian propaganda, particularly after its 2014 annexation of 
Crimea and about the conflict in eastern Ukraine between government 
forces and pro-Moscow separatists. 


The United States and Europe have banned prominent individuals said to 
have played a role in the Crimean annexation, many of them seen as 
part of Putin's inner circle. The European Union has also banned 
Dmitry Kiselyov, a firebrand television pundit who assails the West 
weekly on his Sunday night show. 


"Their sense is that, okay, so you're targeting our propaganda? We're 
going to target yours," said Leon Aron, a Russian-born scholar of 
Russia at the American Enterprise Institute who is also a member of 
the broadcasting board. "They have zero understanding that Jeff Schell 
and myself and others, we're not even getting paid for any of this. 
It's a supervisory, honorary, voluntary position." 


The United States and its European allies have expressed growing 
concern about Russian-language broadcasting in Eastern Europe, 


particularly in the Baltic states -- former Soviet Union republics 
with major Russian-speaking populations. The states themselves -- 
NATO-members Latvia, Lithuania and Estonia -- have asked for increased 


alliance protection from provocative Russian behavior and a military 
buildup along Russia's border with the Baltic states and Poland. At 
its summit last week in Warsaw, NATO announced additional deployments 
of about 4,000 troops to the area. 


The increasing tensions have been reflected across a range of Russia's 
relations with the West. Shell's expulsion comes follows several 
recent diplomatic incidents between the United States and Russia, 
beginning early last month, when an official at the U.S. Embassy in 
Moscow was assaulted by a Russian security guard outside the facility. 
In response, the United States expelled two Russian diplomats. Russia 
responded by expelling two U.S. diplomats. 


"The principle of tit-for-tat is deeply encoded in Russian diplomatic 
practice," said Russia expert Andrew Weiss of the Washington-based 
Carnegie Endowment for International Peace. In Shell's case, he said, 
"The United States and the European Union sanctioned officials of the 
Russian state-controlled media apparatus," and the Russians put what 
they considered similarly-situated individuals "on their list." 


The Russians did not indicate whether Shell was listed as a BBG 
official, an NBC official, or both. "I assume that NBC, like any media 
company . . . has a Russian element to its business," Weiss said. "The 
Russians are going to try to penalize him as a way of showing that you 
can't put Russians on the sanctions list without consequences." 


Asked for more details on Shell's detention, State Department deputy 
spokesman Mark Toner cited privacy concerns but said, "It's not for us 
to explain what happened to [Shell]. . . . That's really something for 
the Russians to speak to. . . . We're still trying to sort through the 
precise details of what happened." Roth reported from Moscow.

On Tuesday, BBG Board Chairman Jeff Shell was denied entry into Russia 
and detained at Moscow's Sheremetevo Airport. Despite having a valid 
passport and Russian visa, he was detained in a locked room for 
several hours, before being accompanied by Russian security officials 
to board a flight to Amsterdam. 


The Russian Foreign Ministry subsequently announced, falsely, that 
Chairman Shell was a key organizer of "anti-Russian propaganda" and 
was being sanctioned in retaliation to the United States' visa 
sanctions against Russian citizens. They further clarified their 
position by emphasizing that anyone who sanctions Russia should expect 
"unavoidable retaliation." 


This blatant aggression is unfortunately not reserved for foreign 


officials and businessmen. Every day, the Russian government silences 
critics and tightly controls the flow of information in and around the 
country. Voice of America and Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty provide 
unbiased and uncensored news and information to audiences living in 
Russia and the Russian periphery. But they do so at great risk. 


Over the last year, journalists at VOA and RFE/RL have been the 
subject of numerous smear campaigns orchestrated by Kremlin-supported 
media, and several of our reporters and contributors have been 
threatened and have had their homes searched. 


And while Russia Today (RT) and Sputnik enjoy access to the airwaves 
in the United States, U.S. international broadcasters are denied 
licenses to broadcast in Russia. 


The mission of the Broadcasting Board of Governors is clear. We have 
and will continue to inform, engage, and connect people around the 
world in support of freedom and democracy. I am proud of the 
innovative programs and services our dedicated journalists and staff 
have provided to the Russian public. We believe they have the right to 
unfettered access to information, and we will continue to report the 
facts and provide access to basic information. 


While the incident with our Board Chair was unfortunate, it reminds us 
why the work we do is so important and why we will not be deterred.

While all the facts are not yet in, one thing is certain: bureaucrats 
of the Broadcasting Board of Governors (BBG) have contributed to and 
must be held accountable for the public spectacle of BBG Chair Jeff 
Shell being expelled from Russia. They have not only embarrassed the 
entire BBG, the Agency and the U.S. Government, but also themselves as 
know-it-all-in-chiefs, which they are not. 


Jef£ Shell has also learned an important lesson: BBG Chair or any BBG 
Governor cannot do private business in Russia and at the same time 
work for U.S. taxpayers in trying to overcome press censorship imposed 
by the Kremlin. The two do not mix. One cannot serve two masters at 
once. There is an inevitable conflict of interest or a suspicion that 
there is one. Congressional sources we talked to are right. The BBG 
Board and the BBG Agency in their current form should be abolished. 


The first to go should be the failed BBG bureaucrats. 


It is certain that BBG and International Broadcasting Bureau (IBB) 
officials will not leave voluntarily. We can see those who were let in 
to Russia while their Chairman was booted out, pacing back and forth 
in their luxury Moscow hotel rooms thinking how they are going to 
salvage this one? They may be writing their spin narrative as we 
sleep. They can't be allowed to get away with it one more time. 


New BBG CEO John Lansing, who is generally a good guy, as is Mr. 
Shell - although both of them in the wrong place at the wrong time - 
has to accept the ultimate responsibility for the bureaucratic fiasco 
which led to the Chairman's expulsion from Russia. 


The only thing that can be said in John Lansing's defense is that he 
does not have any prior experience in government service, foreign 
policy, or public diplomacy. He was recommended for this position by 
Jef£ Shell despite his lack of relevant public sector work record. His 
main qualification was being a successful private sector executive who 
knows how to make money for his company. This is not enough, but both 
Shell and Lansing are convinced that successful private U.S. media 
industry managers can run all of U.S. international media outreach in 
any government or semi-private setting. 


They are both wrong, as they are wrong about any single individual, a 
single CEO without relevant international and foreign policy 
experience being able to manage all of the BBG's media entities with 
all the complex political and government administrative issues that 
come with it. They just saw how it does not work. An executive with 
the right experience would have never sent Chairman Shell to Moscow 
under current political circumstances, but an agency of carefully 
selected professionals is needed to manage the interweaving of media, 
public diplomacy, and foreign policy. The BBG has been in the amateur 
mode for years. 


Having been put in this position, John Lansing had to rely on the 
existing BBG bureaucracy for advice and direction. Both he and 
Chairman Shell did not accept outside recommendations to get rid 
immediately of some of the key failed managers, although Lansing did 
make a few cosmetic changes. They are now seeing the results of their 
reluctance to carry out radical structural and personnel reforms. 
Nothing more can be done within the existing structure and with the 
same bureaucrats in charge. 


Anyone with some U.S. government, public diplomacy and foreign policy 
experience could have told Jeff Shell that if he went to Russia 
without his U.S. diplomatic passport and without requesting and 
getting a diplomatic visa from the Russian Embassy in Washington, 


anything could happen to him in the current climate of U.S.-Russian 
relations. 


As a high-level U.S. government official and a presidential appointee 
confirmed by the U.S. Senate, Jeff Shell is entitled and even required 
to use a diplomatic passport when abroad on official U.S. business. 
This is designed to protect them and to prevent U.S. government 
officials from getting themselves and the U.S. Government in an 
embarrassing situation. Even with a diplomatic passport and a 
diplomatic visa, a provocation could have happened. The best thing for 
the BBG would have been to avoid Russia at this time like a plague and 
send only reporters and lower-level staffers when absolutely 
necessary. 


The Moscow Bureau should have been probably evacuated to the Radio 
Free Europe/Radio Liberty (RFE/RL) headquarters in Prague, Czech 
Republic, long time ago, with only stringers left in place with a 
promise of protection in case of trouble. 


There are many questions which still remain unanswered. Did these BBG 
officials also not request the so-called "country clearance" for Jeff 
Shell from the U.S. Embassy in Moscow? The country clearance process 
allows U.S. diplomats to warn BBG/IBB officials about potential 
problems with their planned official trips abroad. Did BBG/IBB 
officials tell Jeff Shell that he can't travel to Russia on his 
regular passport to do private business if he is also planning to do 
business on behalf of the U.S. Government and American taxpayers 
during the same trip? Or did they perhaps tell Chairman Shell that the 
situation in Russia is not as bad as some people think to convince him 
to go? Did they tell him that a few years ago Russia was a democracy, 
and even now Radio Liberty can still function more or less freely 
under President Putin, which this high-level, high-profile visit was 
going to show? 


BBG/IBB bureaucrats had to tell Jeff Shell and John Lansing something 
to convince them to go to Russia at this time. Whose idea was it 
anyway to celebrate the 25th anniversary of the opening of the Radio 
Liberty Bureau in Moscow with a reception at the Moscow Marriott Hotel 
to which, we were told, Russian Foreign Ministry officials were 
invited? 


Was this trip and this invitation designed to be a sign that BBG/IBB 
can still do business with Mr. Putin? The timing could not have been 
worse. The information leak was massive. Could not a single expert 
among these BBG/IBB officials and senior advisors predict that after a 
U.S. diplomat was attacked by a Russian security services (FSB) guard 
at the Moscow embassy last month, the Russian government could just as 
easily stage a provocation in connection with Jeff Shell's visit and 


the ill-advised RFE/RL reception? 


What were these BBG/IBB bureaucrats thinking?-Inviting members of the 
Russian Foreign Ministry to the Radio Liberty anniversary event? Do 
they even realize what kind of a message that sends of possible 
collusion in the minds of the average Russian? 


If the Russians did nothing to stop Mr. Shell, would these BBG/IBB 
officials say that things are more or less back to normal? More 
importantly, the invitation to Russian Foreign Ministry officials many 
have provided critical information to the authorities to allow them to 
plan and stage a provocation, which they did. It was entirely 
predictable. 


Also predictably, Russian Foreign Ministry officials invited by the 
BBG did not show up at the Radio Liberty reception in Moscow attended 
by John Lansing and U.S. Ambassador John F. Tefft. Instead, the 
Russian Foreign Ministry issued a statement that Jeff Shell has 
recently been included on the "stop-list" of U.S. officials which 
Russia "is expanding in response to Washington's far-fetched reasons 
for similar visa sanctions against Russian citizens." 


It was again an entirely predictable action by the Kremlin. Applying 
for a diplomatic visa ahead of time could have saved Jeff Shell and 
the U.S. Government from the embarrassment and humiliation of him 
being detained and expelled from Russia. His visa request would have 
been denied and the U.S. could have followed up by a protest. This 
incident could have been easily avoided if BBG/IBB officials were 
competent and did their job right. 


The careers of BBG/IBB officials who have allowed the BBG Chairman to 
travel to Russia at this time and be subjected to such poor treatment 
should be on the line over this. They brag about living in Russia, 
speaking Russian, having a major influence on the Russian Service. 
They should have known. They know the environment better than anyone 
and yet they sent their Chairman there knowing the hazards. They 
should have anticipated that Jeff Shell could have also been singled 
out because of his business interests in Russia. The Russians don't 
want to do business with people who, in another incarnation, are 
criticizing them. It's as simple as that. Russia under Putin is not 
the United States of America. 


Did BBG/IBB officials speak to Chairman Shell and CEO Lansing about 
this? Did they advise Chairman Shell and CEO Lansing? Did they 
coordinate their trip? If so, they should be fired. Congress should 
abolish the BBG to save U.S. international media outreach. Congress 
and the administration should be putting the screws on the Russian 
propaganda outlet RT. The best way to do it is to save the Voice of 


America (VOA) and Radio Free Europe/Radio Liberty from the incompetent

How clueless and mismanaged can the Broadcasting Board of Governors 
(BBG) be? 


According to an internal email sent by the head of Radio Free Europe / 
Radio Liberty (RFE/RL) Russian Service, Russian Foreign Ministry 
officials were invited to the party being planned in a Moscow hotel to 
mark the 25th anniversary of the opening of Radio Liberty's Moscow 
Bureau. U.S. agency executives did it no doubt in part to please 
Broadcasting Board of Governors Chairman Jeff Shell. He, in a display 
of extreme poor judgement, wanted to go to Moscow to do private 
business in Putin's Russia on behalf of the company he works for, 
Universal Filmed Entertainment, while also serving as the top 
presidentially-appointed official of the U.S. agency charged with 
supporting free media and democracy in Russia and in other countries. 
It was an unseemly act of mixing private and official U.S. government 
business, a disturbing sign of continuing mismanagement and apparent 
conflict of interest within the agency once described by former 
Secretary of State Hillary Clinton (in 2013) as "practically defunct." 


To no one's surprise except the BBG executives, Russian government 
officials detained and expelled Chairman Shell from Russia. 
Unsurprisingly, Russian Foreign Ministry officials did not show up at 
the RFE/RL reception in Moscow. Because the BBG bureaucracy bungled 
Mr. Shell's travel by not advising him strongly enough not to do 
private business in Russia and failed to tell him that he must use his 
U.S. diplomatic passport instead of his regular one, neither the State 
Department nor the White House came to his defense. 


The embarrassment of the head of U.S. news and information agency 


charged with countering Kremlin propaganda trying to do private 
business in Putin's Russia, where these kinds of business activities 
are controlled by the Kremlin, was too much for the Obama 
administration. Mr. Shell would do the right thing by submitting a 
letter of resignation to President Obama. It would be the right thing 
to do for his private career and for the federal government agency he 
now leads. 


There was visible confusion in Washington and frustration with Mr. 
Shell and the BBG. Mark C. Toner, Deputy Spokesperson for the U.S. 
State Department, said on July 13: "First of all, we're still, 
frankly, in the process of sorting through all the details of what 
happened yesterday." Alluding to BBG Chairman Jeff Shell's planned 
private dealings in Russia, Mark Toner could only say: "I'm limited 
because we've not yet received a Privacy Act waiver." 


State Department spokesperson added: "But your question highlights 
some of the ongoing questions and details that we're trying to sort 
through, which is in exactly what capacity he was travelling. And I 
have to stop there because you said he is - it is a role that he 
plays. He is also a private citizen." By their actions, BBG officials 
made it easy for Russia to stage a provocation to embarrass the United 
States just a few days before Secretary of State John Kerry's planned 
visit to Moscow. 


While BBG Chairman Jeff Shell disappointed many with his desire to do 
business in Russia like Armand Hammer did during the Soviet times 
(during the Cold War, Hammer would not have been allowed anywhere near 
Radio Liberty or Voice of America, much less be placed in charge of 
them), Mr. Shell shares the ultimate responsibility for not avoiding 
this unseemly conflict of interest and risky behavior with John 
Lansing, his personal pick for BBG CEO and Director. Mr. Lansing 
should consider resigning as well as this is not a job for which he is 
best suited. 


John Lansing has no prior government service, public diplomacy, 
foreign policy or Russia experience and should have never been put in 
this position by Jeff Shell and the current BBG Board. Mr. Lansing's 
chief Russia advisor at the BBG appears to be BBG's International 
Broadcasting Bureau (IBB) deputy director Jeff Trimble, who speaks 
Russian and previously held executive positions at RFE/RL. He 
accompanied Mr. Lansing on the trip to Moscow, as did new RFE/RL 
president Thomas Kent. Mr. Trimble should also resign. 


Apparently none of them thought there was anything wrong with Mr. 
Shell going to Russia on his regular passport, mixing his private 
business with government business. They apparently saw nothing 
unseemly with inviting Putin's officials to an RFE/RL reception. If 


they did, they did nothing to stop it. 


They were met with a rude surprise. Of course, they should not have 
been surprised at all considering recent expulsions of American and 
Russian diplomats and an incident last month in front of the U.S. 
embassy in Moscow in which an American diplomat was beaten up by a 
Russian security guard. 


Showing that he indeed has no experience in foreign policy, public 
diplomacy, and government service-as opposed to experience in U.S. 
private media where he was quite successful-Mr. Lansing issued a 
statement apparently written for him by self-serving BBG bureaucrats 
in which he calls Mr. Shell's detention and expulsion from Russia 
"blatant aggression." 


Denying Mr. Shell entry into Russia and detaining him in a locked room 
for several hours at Moscow's Sheremetevo Airport despite having a 
valid passport and Russian visa, before being accompanied by Russian 
security officials to board a flight to Amsterdam, deserves 
condemnation from the U.S. government because of the rude treatment he 
received, but Mr. Lansing's statement is bombastic as well as 
misleading and possibly deceptive. Mr. Lansing failed to acknowledge 
in his statement that Mr. Shell also wanted to do private business in 
Russia and that Mr. Lansing, Mr. Trimble, and Mr. Kent were in fact 
allowed to enter Russia at the same time. The Russian Foreign Ministry 
said that Mr. Shell was put on the Russian no-entry list of Americans 
in retaliation for the similar U.S. no-entry list for Russian 
officials accused of corruption. What the Russian officials really 
wanted was to send a strong signal to Mr. Shell, the BBG, and RFE/RL, 
and to humiliate him, the agency, and the United States. BBG officials 
made it easy for the Kremlin to succeed. 


Mr. Shell and Mr. Lansing are both good, patriotic and well-meaning 
men. They are both successful private sector executives and they 
behave like successful private sector executives. In business, 
personal and company interests often merge. In the private sector, 
conflict of interest issues are far less problematic if the company 
and the shareholders ultimately make a lot money. It is quite 
different in the government setting, where the rules are different for 
good reasons of public interest, especially in the sensitive areas of 
foreign policy and public diplomacy. 


Mr. Shell is not the only BBG Board member trying to do business in 
countries like Russia and China, where human rights violations abound. 
Some former BBG members did it before him. They even used U.S. 
government employees to help them. It is a deeply troubling behavior 
considering the role the agency plays in defending human rights, 
democracy, and media freedom. These activities cannot be mixed. One 


cannot serve two masters well at the same time. 


This latest diplomatic incident and apparent private conflict of 
interest behavior on the part of BBG Chairman Jeff Shell illustrates 
that the U.S. agency in charge of U.S. media outreach abroad has not 
gotten any better under Mr. Shell and Mr. Lansing. If anything, it has 
gotten worse. Hillary Clinton, the Chairman of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, Rep. Ed Royce (R-CA), Ranking Democratic member, 
Rep. Eliot Engel (D-NY) and all other committee members are still 
right in their previous assessment of the BBG. The agency is defunct, 
dysfunctional, broken, and mismanaged. It has some good elements left 
and some excellent journalists and other employees, but it has also 
become an embarrassment. 


Mr. Shell, Mr. Lansing, Mr. Trimble should explain what they did, why 
they did it and be completely honest about it, or they should resign. 
Mr. Kent needs to explain what he knew about Mr. Shell's ill-advised 
travel to Moscow on private and official business. The U.S. Congress 
needs to abolish the BBG Board and put in strong anti-conflict of 
interest clauses into any future reform legislation. 


If Mr. Shell, Mr. Lansing, and Mr. Trimble do not resign now or in the 
next few months, whoever wins the presidential race - whether it is 
Hillary Clinton, Donald Trump, who has been a target of one-sided 
attacks in some Voice of America (VOA) programs, or perhaps even 
somebody else - the next U.S. president must clean house at the agency 
from top to bottom. The next president working with Congress needs to 
completely restructure U.S. international media outreach. Only radical 
reform, which by the way Mr. Shell and Mr. Lansing are on the record 
as opposing, can make USIM [USIB?] effective again instead of being 
embarrassingly lame and at times dangerous, as it is now (BBG Watch 
via Mike Cooper, DXLD) US International Media it is now? (gh, DXLD)

Maybe parts are still under control of the Erdogan 
government. We don't really know, the situation is very fluid. On 9830 
kHz it looks like "business as usual". Or they want to give that 
impression. We should remember that they said at the start that the 
programme was prerecorded. When was it recorded...? At what time...? 
When I resumed listening to VoT on 9830 kHz at 2246 UT the station was 
gone. Was it forced to go off-air? 73, (Manfred Reiff, 2249 UT, ibid.) 


Yes, I noticed the rather abrupt cessation of the transmission too. 
Usually, the interval signal is heard for several minutes to 2250. As 
far as the TV broadcast stream of TRT 1, that appears to be on a loop 
with the same ten minute or so statement being read by a female 
journalist who looks more than just a little concerned. That picture 
was just relayed on BBC World News channel which said her report was a 
statement that a coup has occurred and that the military is in control 
(John Figliozzi, NY, 2301 UT, ibid.) 


Also noted the earlier s/off at 9830 kHz from web receiver in Europe.

Hi John, I'm watching BBC World News. They rebroadcasted the 
announcement by a female announcer I saw last on TRT T,rk before the 
screen went black here in their 2300 UT news (= 0100 here in Central 
Europe). They also spoke to a Turkish political commentator by phone 
who stated that TRT T,rk is located in Istanbul not in Ankara as the 
other TRT services!

Here there is only one signal, about 
9830.04, and I conclude the other one is a birdie which I also get 
long after this hour on the R75. 


Fast vocal music is playing, 2239 Voice of Turkey ID in English and 
more music, as is usual for the last half of the hour. (Notable that 
Saudi 9870 is stronger and steadier at S6 and more modulation.) At 
2244:35, normal sign-off from VOT giving full English schedule (but 
not in order), and mentioning that the late broadcasts after 1830 are 
pre-recorded. (This normally includes even the news, or make that 


““olds’*). The TRT IS barely gets one play until cut off at 2246:30x. 


Closing this early is not unusual, so it seems we were just getting a 
replay of the earlier broadcast, nothing out of the ordinary here. Nor 
is the 0300 on 9515 and 6165 likely to be anything new, unless they 
make some special effort. Normally the first English broadcast of the 
day is at 1230-1315v on 15450, to Western Europe, but barely audible 
here. 


May I recommend MSNBC for continuing coverage of Turkey, while CNN 
keeps alternating with other stuff like Nice, Trumpence (Glenn Hauser, 
OK, 0004 UT July 16, dxldyg via WORLD OF RADIO 1835, DX LISTENING 
DIGEST) 


From 2357 and still ongoing now at 0018, 9735 Voice of Turkey in 
Turkish broadcasting what seems to be from the street somewhere with a 
few people talking, lots of background noise, e.g. cheering, etc. 


Need to listen on USB due to strong signal of Romania on 9730. As of 
0020 just started broadcasting an Islamic prayer (Stephen Cooper, UK, 
0020 UT July 16, ibid.) 


Turkey on 9735 via Twente SDR. Coverage on the fly with coup attempt, 
many mentions of TRT, some background noise in what it seems a large 
gathering indoors. 


BBC WS has reported that TRT was seized by the rebels in the early 
evening, even it was taken off the air. As soon as it was reported TRT 
was back (at Q000 UT), I checked their website (which was down during 
takeover) and TRT Radio 1 seems to be relaying the audio from TV. 9735 
is relaying output from TRT Radio 1 (MoisEs Corilloclla, Per’, 0034 UT 
July 16, dxldyg via DX LISTENING DIGEST) 


The TRT 1 television channel came back online in chaos with scores of 
people in the news studio, some carrying national flags. A male 
announcer 6 possibly one of the channelis news anchors 6 did a lot of 
talking with the female anchor who had read out the military statement 
earlier nearby listening in and, frankly, looking quite relieved. The 
studio was eventually cleared, she went back on air likely to explain 
what had happened and was happening now, with reports from other 
journalists in the streets (John Figliozzi, NY, 0039 July 16, ibid.) 


Checking TRT Spanish on 9770. News and reactions of Turkish 
politicians to the French terrorist attack in Nice from 0104 to 0109 
UT. Went off the air for a couple of minutes. Back to air at 0111 UT. 
No news about the coup so far. I have nothing against prerecorded 
programs, but this has been going for over four hours. These guys 
could have at least recorded some news about it. Maybe TRT Spanish 


guys have slept thru the whole event? MJC (MoisEs, 0114 UT, ibid.) 


At 0520-0525 nothing from Emirlar VoT in French. Checking 11980 only 
at this time. Perhaps emissions have been cut (Paul S. in CT FN31n1, 
0533 July 16, ibid.) 


CNN has its own Turkish channel, but it was closed down early on, as 
it put Erdogan on the air first with a response to the coup. At 0115 
UT July 16, MSNBC is way ahead of CNN, putting Erdogan on air with 
translation, from NTV feed, after he landed in Istanbul. 


9515, July 16 at 0300, checking the next VOT English broadcast, and by 
far the most reliable one here, S9+20 to 30 but with heavy flutter: 
Sign-on with English schedule and warning us that the 23 and 04 [sic] 
broadcasts are repeats. As expected, top story in the YL’s newscast is 
about Nice, not Turkey itself. Altho she enunciates clearly, is still 
harder to understand than the OM announcer who interrupts to remind us 
it’s news from Voice of Turkey. Make that, °©‘olds** 


15450, July 16 at 1230 is the next English and normally the first one 
of the day with new news. However, expecting unreadable reception, I 
do not alarm myself to hear it, but do awaken to S5-S7, just as it’s 
wrapping, at 1320 headlines referring to Friday's events, and a 
comment by Pres. Obama; 1321 sign-off, 1322-1326x interval music. 


Perhaps Richard Langley or someone will have recorded and archived it. 
He tells the DXLD yg: *~*The whole news bulletin was taken up by 
reports on the coup attempt. But no special programming after that -- 
just the usual fare. And, as was reported yesterday, there was no 
mention of the coup during the English broadcast on Friday at 2200 UT 
on 9830 kHz. Neither was there during the following 0300 UT broadcast

ANKARA (AFP) - Forced at gunpoint to read a statement by coup plotters 
and raided by rebel military forces, Turkey's media organisations were 
bruised by the drama of a coup but also played a role in ensuring it 
did not succeed. 


A presenter with state-run TRT television had to read a statement late 
Friday from a group called "the Council for Peace in the Homeland," 
which claimed to have superseded the regular Turkish armed forces and 
to have taken control in the country. 


Another private channel was raided by rebel soldiers and forced to 
temporarily cut its broadcasts. 


But television channels also played a role in facing down the coup, 
broadcasting messages from President Recep Tayyip Erdogan urging his 
supporters to go out on to the streets and providing sometimes 
impressive coverage of the events as they unfolded. 


"T read the statement (of coup plotters) under gun threat," TRT's 
female anchor Tijen Karas said, recounting her ordeal while she was 
live on state television. 


"They tied our hands from behind and told us not to ask any questions. 
They took us to a closed room except for three or five people who were 
to make the broadcast," she said in televised remarks. 


"They ordered us to read the statement after taking us out of the 
locked room... You must have realised the fear in my eyes and my lips 


were trembling. These were hours that loomed over like a nightmare." 


Hours after the TRT broadcast, a group of armed soldiers stormed the 


Istanbul premises of one of Turkey's largest media conglomerates, 
Dogan Media Group, which owns the CNN Turk channel as well as the 
Hurriyet daily and its English-language sister paper Hurriyet Daily 
News. 


CNN Turk was forced to stop its live broadcast. 
- 'Never forget this night' - 


It was CNN Turk which communicated Erdogan's first messages to the 
public as TRT was raided by rebel soldiers. Erdogan, who joined the 
private television via a smart phone, urged people to take to streets 
in a show of protest against the coup attempt. 


Subsequently, their studios were raided by the rebel soldiers. 


CNN's woman anchor Basak Sengul, who appeared calm and professional, 
said: "I heard their voices, they entered the building, and I also 
heard they spoke with our colleagues to stop the broadcast." 


The television for a while showed an empty screen, punctuated from 
time to time with the sound of gunfire and brawls. 


Hurriyet editor-in-chief Sedat Ergin said at the time: "At this moment 
we cannot print our newspaper." He later said: "There are bullet marks 
in the walls of the building. Maybe it's better to keep them not to 
forget the night of July 15." 


There were similar scenes at the headquarters of digital and cable TV 
provider Digiturk. 


Pro-government Yeni Safak photographer Mustafa Cambaz was gunned down 
by rebel soldiers after calling for protests on social media against 
the coup attempt. 


- 'Stop treating journalists as traitors' - 


Erdogan has often came under fire for cracking down on dissenting 
journalists and Turkey's press freedom record has deteriorated under 
his 13-year rule as prime minister and then president. 


Media rights activists said the authorities should take note and treat 
media with more respect after their role in the drama. 


"Like the rest of Turkish society, the leading news media demonstrated 
their commitment to democratic principles during the past night," 
Reporters Without Borders secretary general Christophe Deloire said. 


"It is time for the authorities to take note and to stop treating 
critical journalists as traitors and terrorists. Reinforcing national 
cohesion requires respect for basic freedoms including media freedom." 


Erdogan, who is himself critical of social networks and once 
threatened to "wipe out" Twitter, used social media to communicate his 
appeal to people for resistance and remain on the streets. 


Some journalists were also physically attacked by furious opponents of 
the coup. 


A video showed CNN Turk reporter in Ankara, Kenan Sener, fleeing from 
a furious crowd of people -- apparently government supporters 
suspicious of secular media outlets. 


Prime Minister Binali Yildirim on Saturday congratulated the media for 
showing "patriotism" and taking side in favour of the people, while 
apologising for the incidents. 


Emre Kizilkaya, Hurriyet's digital content coordinator, tweeted: "The 
putsch was not only televised, but also tweeted and broadcast live on 
Facebook, while putschists could manage to censor only the public TV."

the building and quickly split into two smaller groups to take over 

various news channels and publications, including the Hurriyet Daily

The soldiers had one demand: Stop publishing or broadcasting. Other 
than that, they said little. The cameras kept rolling, however, as 
newsroom staff members pulled out their smartphones and the producers 
put up a ticker that read, "Soldiers have entered CNN Turk studios."

The chairman of the Federal Communications Commission told members of 
Congress that the commission has already begun to do more to combat 
pirate radio. 


During an FCC oversight hearing before the House subcommittee on 
Communications and Technology, FCC Chairman Tom Wheeler said the 
commission has begun to move away from its historic iwhack-a-molei 
enforcement pirate radio to what he called a ismarteri means of 
combating pirate radio. 


iwWe have shifted from our historic whack-a-mole enforcement approach 
to focus on the worst actors,i he said. Those individuals include 
repeat offenders that cause interference to licensed broadcasters, 
those that run advertisements and those that operate at high power, he 
said. 


In the last three years, Wheeler said the commission has taken more 
than 300 pirate radio enforcement actions. Twenty percent of the 
Enforcement Bureauis activities were directed to pirate radio last 
year, he told the subcommittee, more than any other area of 
enforcement. 


Shortly before the FCC last appeared at an oversight hearing, the 
commission released an Enforcement Advisory and distributed a series 
of individualized letters that reiterated the illegality of operating 
certain radio broadcasting equipment without a license. The letters, 
which were addressed to local officials as well as real estate and 
advertiser groups, warned of the illegality of providing support to 
pirates, whether knowingly or unknowingly. 


At the hearing, the chairman reiterated that the commission would 
welcome Congressi help in doing even more. He alluded to legislation 
being considered by Rep. Frank Pallone, D-N.J., to make it illegal to 


aid or abet pirate radio operations. 


New York and New Jersey have had their share of pirate issues. A 
recent study released by the New York State Broadcasters Association 
found that 76 stations are currently operating without an FCC license 
in four primary locations. 


One of the prime and timely concerns that the study identified: EAS 
alerts may be jeopardized. Not only do pirate radio stations not 
participate in sending out EAS alerts, but these same pirate stations 
may block listeners from hearing EAS alerts from legitimate, licensed 
stations. The study also pointed out concerns about RF radiation 
exposure and interference to FAA frequencies. 


The Congressional hearing also touched on the broadcast incentive 
auction, Open Internet issues, lifeline modernization and set-top 
boxes.

NERW - COUNTING NEW YORKiS PIRATES

Here's the least shocking news you'll read all week: there are a lot 
of pirate radio stations on the airwaves all over NEW YORK City and 
nearby portions of NEW JERSEY. 


But while that may come as no surprise to loyal NERW readers (who know 
it's equally true of the Boston area and, increasingly, Hartford and 
Springfield), it's still a set of facts that need documenting if 
regulators and law enforcement are going to do anything about it. 
That's where the New York State Broadcasters Association comes in: in 
addition to pushing lawmakers to make unlicensed broadcasting a state- 
level crime, NYSBA has funded several ongoing surveys to identify just 
how much of the FM dial is filled by pirates in the greater New York 
area. 


The most recent survey, conducted in March in Brooklyn, the Bronx, 
Newark and Paterson, is the first one NYSBA has released widely - and 
it's well worth downloading it and reading it. It identified more than 
70 pirate signals on the air in the region and tracked down the 
locations of many of them in an attempt to determine just how much 
they interfere with licensed broadcasters. 


Again, this will come as no surprise to NERW readers - but the study 
found pirates sitting on first-adjacent frequencies to several of the 
stations that serve as EAS LP-1 outlets such as New York's WNYC-FM 
(93.9) and New Jersey's WNSH (94.7). (Perhaps less meaningfully, it 
also found pirates co-channel to WHFM 95.3, which is an EAS outlet for 


eastern Long Island, more than 80 miles away from the pirates in the 
city.) 


The study also looked at potential interference to air traffic control 
and other public-safety communications (including a pirate operating 
in close proximity to the East Orange, NJ police radio tower) - and, 
for the first time, at the potential for high levels of RF energy from 
pirate antennas mounted on balconies and near residential areas. 


The study concludes with a rather understated observation: "it appears 
more resources and a new enforcement strategy is necessary to address 
this growing problem since current efforts do not appear to be 
effective." 


Will the new data help NYSBA make its case to state lawmakers and to 
the FCC to put scarce resources into a more concerted effort to get 
pirates off the air?

DAB: THE MYTHS AND MIS-SELLING OF DAB

A personal view of DAB in the UK by David Harris 


It is over 20 years since the first public DAB broadcasts began in the 
UK. There were not many listeners as commercially marketed DAB 
receivers did not come onto the market until 2000. 


Since then we have seen DAB slowly increase the number of stations and 
its coverage across the UK. Various governments have proposed an end 
of FM for national networks (which would leave only local and 
community stations). Yet we are still in a state of limbo with regard 
to what sort of technology will be supplying our broadcast needs in 
years to come. DAB has not been a great success and I think we need to 
try and understand why this has occurred. My contention is that we 
were mis-sold DAB as, like many new technologies, it was essentially a 
isolution in search of a problemi. 


Let us start at the beginning and look at the classic definition of 
marketing: iMarketing is the management process responsible for 
identifying, anticipating and satisfying customer requirements 
profitablyi (Chartered Institute of Marketing) When the concept of DAB 
broadcasting was first put forward no one actually asked what 
customers, that is us the radio listeners, might actually want. 


Instead they broke all the rules and tried to sell DAB on its features 
rather than its benefits. Many websites still emphasise these features 
which warrant careful examination. 


DAB myth 1. There is no hiss or crackle with the sound unlike FM. That 
is a highly specious claim as a poor DAB signal produces that awful 
burbling sound which makes the signal unintelligible. DAB is all or 
nothing in that you either get a good signal or effectively no signal 
whereas analogue signals degrade gradually enabling one to hear fringe 
stations, albeit with some possible degradation of sound quality. 


Myth 2. It is easy to tune. Given that some areas of the UK now have 
over 70 stations, scrolling through to find your favourite can take 
quite a long time. Most DAB sets have some sort of presets but I still 
find that analogue sets are much simpler to use.

Myth 3. DAB stations auto tune on car radios when you move from area 
to area. This may have been a point 20 years ago but the last few cars 
that my wife and I have owned all have an auto tune feature on the FM 
car radio. It is only in the last year that most new cars have DAB 
radios fitted as standard. The vast majority of cars in the UK do not 
have DAB radios. 


Myth 4. Stations can display track listings. While DAB stations can 
display more information is this something we really want? Modern FM 
radios also display programme information. 


Myth 5. DAB offers more stations. Whilst on the surface this may be 
factually correct but if most of the DAB stations turn out to be owned 
by Bauer, Global or Wireless Group then that is quantity and not 
quality or diversity. Personally I donit want Heart, Capital or 
talkSPORT and I really donit want Heart 2, Capital Extra, Absolute 
90is or any permutation of these mega corporations and their pop 
music. 


Myth 6. Everyone else is taking up DAB so we donit want to be left 
behind. Whilst sparsely populated, oil rich, rural Norway seems to be 


intent to phase out FM and go fully DAB there is no rush to follow 
them. Canada trialled DAB and gave it up completely. Finland has now 
allocated DAB frequencies for other uses and in France it seems to 
have become quite marginalised despite the switching off of many MW 
stations at the end of 2015. 


Myth 7. DAB is cutting edge digital technology so it must be good. 
These has been a tendency in recent years for governments to put 
tremendous emphasis on anything that has idigitali in it. By inference 
anything that is analogue is old fashioned and not worth keeping. In 
fact we have seen the audio quality of radio diminish considerably 
since the launch of DAB. FM stereo signals offer a much superior audio 
quality to the 128 kbit/s offered by a few DAB stations. However due 
to high costs many stations now only broadcast in mono at 64 kbit/s 
which is surely a retrograde step. 


Myth 8. DAB is the future. Unfortunately DAB is fast going down the 
road of the 8 track cartridge, Betamax video recorder and compact 
cassette player as technologies that did not last the course. 


DAB+ which uses a more efficient encoding system is likely to be the 
standard used throughout Europe. Unfortunately many existing DAB 
radios in the UK (including 3 out of the 4 DAB radios in my house) are 
unable to process DAB+ signals. It is possible that at some time in 
the future we may be talking about a DAB switchover, in favour of DAB+ 
yet still be arguing about what to do with FM and maybe even MW. There 
is also increasing evidence that many people are bypassing radio 
receivers completely and access radio stations via the internet. The 
logical conclusion eventually would seem to be to switch off all radio 
transmitters. 


How can we save the sinking ship? Given that an enormous amount of 
money has been invested in DAB in terms of new radios and transmitter 
networks what can be done to salvage the situation? The answer is to 
go back to basics and try to satisfy customers by offering diversity 
within radio services. Here is my simple 5 point plan: 


1) The big three corporates must be prevented from opening up any more 
clone stations. 


2) I am concerned about the proliferation of religious stations. We 
have seen the spread of US religious stations on shortwave. 


3) Given the enormous start-up and running costs of a radio station 
the only way forward must be through not-for-profit stations who can 


offer something different from the mainstream. 


4) Move the big three commercial operators off MW and FM to free up 


their MW and FM frequencies for community, experimental and other non- 
commercial services. 


5) Reduce the regulatory burden and copyright costs for non-commercial 
stations to enable them to try out different types of programming and 
broadcast different genres of music. Successful stations could then 
migrate to DAB if some slots were reserved for not for profit 
stations.

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Highlights of Solar and Geomagnetic Activity 11 - 17 July 2016 


Solar activity was at very low levels from 11-14 July with only a 
few simple sunspot regions. Region 2565 (N05, L=175, class/area 
Cko/350 on 17 Jul) rotated onto the east limb on 11 July as a simple 
Hsx spot class with a simple alpha magnetic class. By late on 14 
July, another spot group began to emerge behind Region 2565 and was 
numbered 2567 (NO5, L=165, class/area Dhi/330 on 17 Jul). Region 
2567 quickly grew to over 300 millionths in area and was initially 
classified as a beta-gamma-delta magnetic group before some magnetic 
simplification occurred on 16 July. The region was downgraded to a 
beta-gamma magnetic class for the remainder of the period. Region 
2567 became the most active region during 15-17 July producing 13 
C-class flares. However, the close proximity of the two regions, as 
well as an active inversion line between the two, resulted in 
several flares to be attributed to Region 2565 on 17 July. The first 
was a long duration C1/Sf flare at 17/0803 UTC which was responsible 
for two CMEs observed in SOHO/LASCO C2 imagery beginning at 17/1124 
UTC and 17/1248 UTC. The first was a faint asymmetric halo CME while 
the second was directed mostly off the east limb. Initial WSA-Enlil 
model output of the events showed a slow transit with effects 
possible on 21 July. The largest flare of the period, however, was a 
C6 at 17/2335 UTC which also occurred on the inversion line and was 
subsequently attributed to Region 2565. 


No proton events were observed at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit reached 
high levels throughout the period with a maximum flux of 5,512 pfu 
observed at 17/1630 UTC. 


Geomagnetic field activity ranged from quiet to G1 (Minor) stoxm 
levels. The majority of the period was under the influence of high 
speed solar wind streams from a large, positive polarity, polar 
connected coronal hole as well as an isolated, positive polarity 
coronal hole. Solar wind speeds reached highs around 550 km/s early 
on 11 July, 650 km/s late on 12 July, and 700 km/s early on 15 July 
before finally decreasing to around 440 km/s by the end of the 
period. Total field during the period only managed to reach a 
maximum of 9 nT at 12/0552 UTC. Prolonged periods of southward Bz 
reaching -8 nT on 12 July and -6 nT on 14 July resulted in periods 
of G1 (Minor) storm levels on 12 July and active periods on 14 July. 
The rest of the period was at quiet to unsettled levels with quiet 


conditions observed on 17 July. 
FORECAST OF SOLAR AND GEOMAGNETIC ACTIVITY 18 JULY - 13 AUGUST 2016 


Solar activity is expected to be at low levels with a chance for 
M-class (R1-R2, Minor-Moderate) flares from 18-24 July as Regions 
2565 and 2567 transit across the visible disk. Very low levels are 
expected for 25 Juy-04 August. A return to low levels with a chance 
for M-class flaring is expected for 05-13 August with the return of 
Regions 2565 and 2567. 


No proton events are expected at geosynchronous orbit. 


The greater than 2 MeV electron flux at geosynchronous orbit is 
expected to be at high levels on 18-19, 23-27 July, and again on 
@5-13 August due to recurrent CH HSS activity. Normal to moderate 
levels are expected for the remaining forecast period. 


Geomagnetic field activity is expected to be at unsettled to active 
levels on 19-20, 22-24, 28, 30 July and on 03-08, 10-11 August with 
G1 (Minor) storm levels likely on 03-04 and 08 August due to 
recurrent CH HSS activity. A CME associated with the 17 July 
long-duration C1 flare is likely to arrive early on 21 July causing 
unsettled to active levels.
